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OPEN SESSIONS. 


SENATORS GROWING TIRED OF 


THE ‘EXECUTIVE’ HUMBUG. 


A Movement to Discuss All Nominations With Open 
Doors—The Edmunds Resolutions—The Pro- 
grees of Business in the House—Other 
Washington Notes of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—Mr. Edmunds’ 
resolutions are likely to be brought to a final 
vote in the senate about the middle of the 
present week. The pending question is upon 
the Van Wyck amendment, to consider nomi- 
nations to which the resolution relate in open 
session. It is posssible, however, that this 
amendment may be withdrawn, that course 
having been suggested by senators who are 
heartily in favor of the principle it embolies, 
but do not think it best 
to mix the matter with the issue raised by 
the resolutions, or to dispose of it as a 
party question. Should it be withdrawn, the 
subject of secret sessions will be brought up 
soon after Edmunds’s resolutions are disposed 
of. Not less than a dozen senators are iu 
earnest accord with the movement to consider 
nominations in open session: and as maiuy 
more are in favor of some mitigation of those 
gules which force them so often to keep their 
moutbs closed when a subject is broached, 
which all mankind besides. may discuss freely. 
The ludicrous support and lapse of languaze 
which have illuminated the proceedings of the 
last few days have not all been purely acci- 
dental. 

The Indian appropriation bill, which was 
extensively discussed in the house last week, 
is likely to be passed tomorrow afternoon or 
Tuesday. The postoftice appropriation bill 
willthen have the right of way, and is ex- 
pected to run through the week. It is under- 
stood that consideration of this measure will 
be enlivened by a political debate concerning 
the postmaster general’s policy in regard to 
Jast year's appropriation for carrying the 
ocean mails. 


RHE LABOR PROBLEN. 


The First Annual Report of the Labor Com- 
missioner. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—The first annual 
report of the bureau of labor has been submit- 
ted by the commissioner, Hon. Carrall D. 
Wright, to the secretary of the interior. It 
will cover about five hundred pages, contain- 
ing facts, figures and deductions concerning 
the industrial depression of a novel aud in- 
teresting character. Bywayfof summary the 
commissioner says: 

It bas been clearly shown that the depressions of 


. the past in the manufacturing nations of the world 


have been nearly or quite contemporancous in 
their occurrence. As tothe severity of the present 
industrial depression and its duration, it can safeiy 
be asserted that the depression commenced early 
in 1882, and has continued until the present time. 
From the time theagents of the bureau entered 
the tield in prosecuting their investigations to the 
time they left it, a period of tive orsix montiis, 
there has been a marked change in the condition 
of business. At the present time (March. 
1856,) the effects of the depression are 
wearing away, and all indications are that pros- 
erity is slowly, gradually, but safely returning. 
‘he extent of the depression has not been so great 
as the popular mind has conceived it. An indus- 
trial depression is a mental and morat malady 
which siezes the public mind after the first infi'- 
ences of a depression are materially or physically 
felt. With a healthy public opinion behind it, the 
law-making power can preventto a great degree, 
inhealt.y speculation in food products. In cau 
indulge in conservative care in extending railroad 
building, and in facilitating the organization of 
tmianufacturing corporations can restric 
the grants of the public domain; it ‘can 
enact. uniform bankrupt laws, extending the 
provisions of such laws so that the poor man i:- 
eccbted but a few hundred dollars shall be able to 
readjusi his tinancial affairs as reaGily as the large 
debtor. It can abridge the provisions of laws re- 
lating tothe cellection of debts, to the end that 
ithe credit systein shall not beabused. Itcan regu- 
late trausportation on a just and uniforin basis, to 
the end that the stockholdershalinot be robbed by 
ruinous competition, and that workmen may Cal- 
culate with some degree of certainty the cost of lis 
living and production. So far as transportation is 
concerned, it can see to it that the tariff shall be 
regulated on a basis of justice and science, and not 
on the haphazard basis which afiects only indi- 
vidual interests and often times inflicts general 
harm. It can see that astable currency be guar 
anteed, that workmen may know the 
purchasing powers of his stipulated earning. 
4t can consider what reasonable and 
humane regulations may be adopted relative to 
immigration, and see to it that labor isnot lowered 
either in staudard orthrough earnings by perni- 
cious methods of importations by contracts, and 
that every lawful endeavor be made to stimulate 
industrial education in all partsofthe country,that 
the necessity shall be recognized of the industrial 
developments of all parts of the land, that 
there may result a legi.imate increase in the con- 
suming power of the people. It can stimulate the 
growth of the principle of industrial copartner- 
ships, through a method of profit-sharing, by wise, 
permissive laws. Public sentiment can encourage 
perfect organization of the forces involved to the 
end that each shall treat with the other throuzh 
representatives, and that production shall be rez- 
ulated by demand and not by ill advised eager- 
ness of mento push their work individually to 
the detriment of others, that there may come 
a wnhiversal adoption of shorter hours 
of labor, and the demand that 
after capital and labor shall have received a fixed 
and reasonable compensation each for his invest- 
ment, the net production shall be divided under 
— sharing plans or methods, or through anin 
ustrial copartnership, to the end that all the force 
of production shall be equally alive to the mutua 
welfare. It can ask that contracts fur labor be a 
free as contracts for commodities, under a fai 
agreement for servtces rendered, to the end tha 
the workman shall not be obliged to make con 
iracts on terms not acceptable to him 
and it can hold the party which 
declines to resort to conciliatory methods of arbi- 
tration morally responsible forall the ill effects 
growing out of the contest. These remedial agen- 
cies or remedial methods, alleviatory in their de- 
Sign, areall possible bythe reasonable acts of 
men. They are not chimerical schemes, but 
measures adapted to practical adoption. They 
demand simply a fair recognition of the part only 
of the truth bound upin the rule which insists that 
all shall do unto others as they would have others 
do unto them.” 
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THE MISSOURI PACIFIC STRIKE. 


Two Governors Trying to Settle the Trouble 
Without Avail. 


St. Lours, March 21.— Governors Marma- 
duke and Martin held their third conference 
with vice-President Hoxie this afternoon, at 
which the proposition submitted yesterday by 
the governors was again discussed, and a for- 
mal reply on the part of the railway officia!s 
was made. The governors found that the 
railway company had not violated tie 
agreement made with the strikers 
in 1555, but in view of the great interests at 
stake, suggest that the agreement embodied 
in the circular of March 15, 1435, be restored, 
and continued in letter and spirit, and the 
Missouri Pacific company re-employ in its 
Service all its old employes without prejudice 
to them on account of the late strike, so far 
as the business of the company will justify 
their re-employment. 

Vice-president Hoxie, in reply, said the 
np HA was acceptable with the following 
modifications: 

We cannot re-engage or continue in our employ 
afiy persons who have actually engaged in the de- 
struction or injury of the company’s property, o1 
who have advised such destruction or injury. We 
Shall give preference to those of our esiiisiaelores 
who have families and own homes on the lines of 
the road. It is tobe remembered that the loss of 
traffic caused by the present strike wilk toa eon- 
siderable extent, reduce the necessity of emoploy- 
ing as many men in our shops as heretofore. 

fartin Irons, the chairman of the executive 
committee of district assembly 10, the man 
who ordered the present strike. says: “If the 
grievances of the Knights of Labor are not 
adjusted within the next three days, we will 
call out the Knights on every railroad in the 
country, and stop every wheel from moving.” 
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JAEHNE PREPARING TO FLY. 


The Story of How He Was Taken in by 
Byrnes. 

New York, March 21.—Joseph O’Donnell, 
who went on the bail bond of Alderman 
Jaehne, charged with bribery in connection 
with the Sharp Broadway franchise, has with- 
drawn his bond, and Jaehne was taken to jail. 
O’Donnell heard that. the alderman was pre- 
paring to seek Canadian shores. Inspector 
Byrnes telis how he wound the confossion 
out of Jaehne: 

“Less than a year ago. the district attorney 
sent for me and asked if I could in some way 
help to get at the facts about the alleged rail- 
road steals. I picked out Alderman Jaehne for 
a subject, and contrived to meet him accident- 
ally, as it were, now and then, and mostly 
down- town. I managed, in some 
way always to bring up the 
franchise trouble until Jachne got used 
to hearing me talk about them. Gradually he 
began totalk too. So matters went on uutil 
six weeks ago, when 1 met Jaehne down at 
the city hall, and by way of opening the con- 
versation said something about the struggle 
going on between some women over the prop- 
erty left by Alderman Kenney. Jaehne fell 
into the taap unexpectedly. ‘Yes,’ he said, 
‘he was a ——— sucker, bnying property for his 
money. WhatI gotI have in such a way that 
Ican protect myself.’ 

“He tulked quite freely, but said nothing 
definite. Last Monday a week ago we went 
again, and before we had parted he had given 
me a good deal of information in a general 
way. ! sent for Jaehne Tuesday, inviting him 
to a confidential chat at headquarters. We 
appointed Wednesday night, at my house, fora 
meeting, and Aiderman Jaehne went away. As 
he was going out he turned around and said that 
‘these aldermen were scared to death,’ and 
some one might tell them that he was seen 
coming from police headquarters. ‘What shall 
l say if they do?’ he said. ‘Say you have been 
up to see a friend in the health department,’ I 
said, and he went away. He came Wednesday, 
aud in the course of an interview, lasting for 
hours. he told me all about his share in the 
Broadway railroad steal. I had two of my 
men posted where they could hear everything 
that was said without being seen. (Jaehne said 
that he got $20,000 for his vote on the Broad- 
way franchise. He told me how he 
got it and how much he had got for 
other railroad franchises; how the same were 
paid and much more. He named the other 
aldermen who had been bribed, and volun- 
teered the information that three of them 
who had invested in real estate or business in 
which the money might show, on inquiry had 
Since the senate investigation began 
had certain lawyers go over their books and 
fix them so that it would appear all right 
when their turn should come. He said 
who tbe lawyer was. Jaehne said incidentally 
that if things got much hotter he was 
going to skip. J] thought enough 
of him anyhow to have him 
locked afterclosely that night. Two detect- 
ives were on histrack all the time. At that 
hour I made my report to the district attorney 
avd received a warrant for his arrest. Whilo 
1 was in Mr. Martine’sI saw Jaehne going 
throughthe city hall park and had him fol- 
lowed by two of my detectives. I<sent de- 
tective Reilly out with the warrant, and they 
arrested Jaehne and took him to police head- 
quaiters.”’ 
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GERONIMO SURRENDERS 


The Ugliest Indian in the Ccrowd Gives Up 
the Fight. 

Tom! Ariz., March 21.—Tue soldiers 
who have been stationed at ALud spring, un- 
der command of Licutenant Wheeler, have 
arzived here, bringing news of the surrender 
of Geronimo to Lieutenant Maus. The cir- 
cumstances leading to the surrender are re- 
ported as follows: friday afternoon, about ten 
nities south of San Barnardina, the Apache 
Cau} Was attacked by the Mexican forces, and 
a hard skirmish which two 
Apaches were killed and the forces of Geroni- 
mo was completely routed. (;eronimo and his 
band iicd in the direction of Lieuten- 
ant Manus’ Ca for safety. and 
there made au unconditional sur- 
render. The Mexican troops followed them 
across the line into Maus’s camp, demanding 
them as prisoners, and claiming that the fight 
eceurred On Mexican soil, and the victory was 
theirs. Lieutenant Maus refused to give the 
prisoners up, Which greatly incensed the Mex- 
icans, who threatened to take the prisoners by 
force. General Crook was hourly expected to 
arrive in camp, but at last accounts had not 
vet come. Two dispatches from Lieutenant 
Maus have been received at Mud springs, ap- 
plying for assistance. Thesituation is critical 
in the extreme and the massacre of Lieuten- 
ant Maus and his command may occur at any 
moment, 
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A ihuined Bank President Runs Away From 
Nebraska, 


CHIcAco, March 21.—An Omaha special 
says: A great sensation bas been created in 
Norfolk, Nebraska, by the announcement that 
Hon. Charles P. Matthewson, president of the 
Norfolk National bank, who left for the east a 
few days ago, has fled for parts unknown, 
owing to financial difficulties. A letter has 
been received by his wife, informing her that 
be was ruined, did not dare to _ face 
trouble and would notreturn. He also sent 
his resignation as bank president. His bank 
issecured against loss, but he has a large 
amount of unsecured liabilities. He was ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Kennett Matthew- 
son, his brother-in-law, which was valued at 
over $70,000. It is surmised that this has 
been swept away. It isalleged that his for- 
tune has been lost by speculation 
in wheat in Chicago. His total indebtedness 
has not yet been ascertained, but is large. 
Mr. Matthewson was well known throughout 
Nebraska. He had served two terms in the 
legislature, had been speaker of the house of 
representatives, and was delegate to the last 
national republican convention. He was re- 
garded as a prominent candidate for governor 
next fall. 
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THE ALABAMA CONTEST. 


The Divisions of Opinion on Matters of State 
and County Interest. 

LAFAYETTE, ALA, March 21.— [Special.]—

The vote of this county will be divided be- 
tween Clayton, who was raised in this county, 
and McKleroy. The latter will control the 
entire Baptist influence. 

The contest in the county will be over Joro- 
bate judge. J.J. Robinsou will probably be 
the nemipee of the democratic party 
for re-election. H.R. McCoy the leader of the 
in dependents of the county, died a few days 
ago, and that element istanow somewhat dein or- 
alized.

In fact 
he was the only man who had temerity to take 
the stump in favor of whisky. Had he lived 
he would have been an independent candidate 
for probate judge, and would at this time have 
been a formidable opponent.

THE IRISH QUESTION. _ 


PARNELL TALKS UPON THE GREAT 
ISSUE. 


Why Mr. Chamberlain Fights Shy of Gladstone’s 
Project—He Wishes to Keep the Irish Mem- 
bersin Parliament to Aid Him in Carry- 
ing Out His Radical Ideas, Etc. 


LONDON, March 21.—The sensation of the 
coming week will be the announcement by 
Mr. Gladstone of his Irish. policy. It is not 
believed that the probable defection of Mr. 
Chamberlain will seriously impede the pro- 
gress of Mr. Gladstone’s policy, as the reasons 
which would drive Chamberlain away would 
attract Lord Hartington back to his allegiance. 
Mr. Parne!), as the central figure, is now closely 
watched for expressions of opinion. He re- 
gards home rule as secure, the only adverse 
contingent being, possibly, Mr. Gladstone’s 
health. He does not regard a dissolution of 
parliament as probable in connection with 
Chamberlain’s movement. 

THE CONTENDING INTERESTS STATED. 

“Mr. Chamberlain’s influence on mem)ers 
of the present house of commons,” says Mr. 
Parnell, “is very small indeed. I[n fact I 
know of few men who have been so long in 
parliament as Mr. Chamberlain who have less 
influence with their fellow members or who 
are less looked up to for authoritative guid- 
ance. 1 think Mr. Gladstone would 
manage to carry his measures through the 
house of commons without Mr. Chamberlain’s 
aid. Apart from the effect of Mr. Gladstone’s 
influence, the number of new members in the 
present parliament on the liberal side and the 
number on the tory side who owe their seats 
tothe Irish vote are considerable enough to 
make the house little anxious for another gen- 
eral election. Moreover, the Irish landiords, 
notwithstanding their pretended hostility, 
willbe so eager not to miss the great 
opportunity of the land purchase 
echeme that their influence under the rose 
will be calculated to take the backbone out of 
tory opposition. I think the lords will hesi- 
tate before they reject the scheme if it passes 
the commons. They will be more likely to 
confine their attention to making the land 
purchase scheme as favorable as possible to 
landlords, and to minimizing by amendments 
in committee the measure dealing with Irish 
autonomy.” 

BEFORE THE PEOPLE. 

As to the result of an appeal tothe people, 
should it be made, Mr. Parnell is confident. 
Hesays: “I am very much disposed to think 
ii would leave the balance of parties pretty 
much as it isnow. At the last general elec- 
tion we gave conservatives by the aid of Irish 
votes at least seventy seats on a moderate 
computation. If Mr. Gladstone’s proposals 
should prove fairly acceptable 
a settlement of the long-stand- 
ing quarrel between England and 
Ireland, this vote would everywhere be given 
and those seventy seats would go to liberal 
candidates possibly. The issue being home 
rule an equivalent loss would be incurred by 
the liberals throughout England generally, so 
that the matters would be balanced and re- 
main as they are now witha majority of 170 
of liberals and nationalists combined over 
tories.” 

QUESTIONS WELL MATED. 

‘The attachment of the land to the home 
rule question is shrewdly devised. Much of 
the Jands held by the Irish Jandlords are 
mortgaged. If these mortgages were released 
and the landlords residing upon and oecupy- 
ing their demesne properties their tenants 
holding being transferred to the state could 
live very comfortably and in the 
happiest relations with their neigzh- 
bors. The great majority would be overjoyed 
at the relief. There is a commercial iuterest 
beside, both in England and Ireland. ‘The 
holders of these mortgages to whom the land 
purchase would bea great boon and their de- 
sireto have the matter settled would be a 
considerable factor in forwarding the creation 
of an Irish legislature on whose establishment 
this settlement would depend. In fact, the 
land purchase scheme would be so 
eminently beneficial] to the land- 
lord that the faintest opposi- 
tion to the prospect may be from radicals who. 
if they do oppose Mr. Gladstone’s measures 
will be likely to let home rule pass readily 
enough and direct their hostility to the land 
bill. Mr. Chamberlain, however, if he leaves 
the cabinet will probably oppose the measure 
dealing with the government of Ireland as 
strongly as he would the measure dealing with 
the land. 

WHY CHAMBERLAIN OBJECTS 

“Mr. Chamberlain’s policy,” concluded Mr. 
Parnell, “is undoubtedly to keep the-Irish 
members in Westminster in hopes that they 
wil] assist him in carrying out the radical pro- 
gramme, but if he by any chance succeeded as 
the result of his present action in dashing the 
cup from the lips of Ireland, so far from 
the radical programme’s being assisted 
ly Jiish members a chasm would 
he created between them and the 
radicnis that would not be bridged over in 
twenty years. The only serious immediate 
Canger is the condition of Mr. Gladstone’s 
health, or if his voice failed him. Even now 
it would be a grave calamity, but it would be 
worse in the general election, when it would 
be necessary for him to make at least three 
or four great speeches. Ifan appeal to the 
country be forced upon =him, more- 
over, In the excitement and turmoil of an 
clectoral campaign his health would be a 
source of continnal anxiety. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, I am inclined to think, would have iittle 
cause to rejoice at his work if it result in ruin- 
ing the hopes of the aged prime minister of 
settling the Irish question. A revolution of 
feeling would probably set in against the man 
who bad done this even among the most lib- 
(ral of liberals.” 

SUMMONED FOR CONSULTATION.- 

Sir R.G. Hamilton, under secretary for 
ireland, has been summoned to London by Mr. 
(jladstone for consultation in regard to home 
rule. 

The Observer says: Lord Dalhousie and 
Henry Fowler, will, it is considered certain, 
be appointed to fill the forthcoming vacancies 
inthe cabinet. All approaches to Mr. Cham- 
berlain have been without effect. He is de- 
termined to quit the ministry if Mr. Gladstone 
perseveres with the Irish scheme, as imparted 
to his colleagues

HE HOLDS THE FORT. 


A Desperate Murderer Resists a Regiment 
of Men. 

OMAHA, March 21.—H: C, Stedman, a prom- 
inent farmer of Burt county, proprietor of two 
creamaries near the village of Lyons, yesterday 
discharged Edward Johnson, alias John An- 
dersop, @ young man. Johnson thereupon 
killed Stedman, seized the rifle and ammuni- 
tion and rode off. Constable Parker organ- 
ized & party, armed with revolvers, 
avd they gave pursuit, being joined by others 
along the way. They gained on Andersen, 
and he fired several shots in rapid succession, 
killing Peter Johnston, Charles P. Johnston, 
Constable Parker’s horse. and wounding sey- 
eral menand horses. The pursuing party 
was then closing in upon Anderson. He 
abandoned his horse and rnshed into 
Charles ? Johnston’s barn. From 
there he opened a lively 
fire through the cracks and openings, and held 
the entire crowd, now numbering fully 100, at 
bay. They finally surrounded the barn and 
continued to shoot into it at frequent inter- 
vals untildark. It was proposed to burn him 
out, but no one would volunteer to fire the 
buiiding. Duringthe siege the mules and 
Lorses in the barn frequently neighed loudly, 
and’ it was thought they had been 
wounded from time to time. 
Late last night Sheriff Skinner 
from Texamaha, arrived with a posse of ten 
men armed with Winchester rifles. This 
morning they opened fire again on the barn, 
and Anderson responded. He shot through 
one man’s hat, through another’s coat, but 
wounded no one, as they exercised great cau- 
tion. The desperado guarded every side of 
the barn. To fire the barn, notwithstanding the 
live stock there, was again determined upon, 
but there was no volunteer. This afternoon 
Anderson fired several shots through the farm 
dwelling, where several men were stationed, 
but hit no one. A special train has been order- 
ed to carry fifty armed men to the scene of 
the seige. At the Jast account (late Sunday af- 
ternoon) the desperado still held the fort. It 
had been decided to fire the barn. 


ONE GIRL KILLS ANOTHEZ. 


The Terrible Work of an Iowa Woiman,.—Thoa 
The Mystery Surrounding the Crime. 

DrsMOINEs, Ia., March 21.--The mistery 
surrounding the shooting of Jessie Carter has 
been solved by the ante-mortem statement of 
the dying girl. On being informed that her 
recovery wus impossible she said that her 
companion, May Foster, and herself became 
involvedin a quarrel over a young man named 
Baxter. No violence was offered her 
at the time, but later, while  stand- 
ing in front of the dresser, she was approached 
from the rear by May, who presented a revol- 
ver at her head and fired. The ball took ef- 
fect in the back portion of the head and she 


sank to the floor, when another shot struck | 


ber in the back, passing forward through the 
stomach and coming out in the abdomen. 
lully realizing that she was mortally hurt, 
sne arose and staggered to the window to give 
apn alarm aud summon assistance. Her com- 
panion prevented this by seizing and drag- 
ging her to a back room, where she raised a 
trap-door, with the evident intention of 
throwing her victim into the cellar. How- 
ever, at the last moment she repented and 
placed Jessie on the bed. Immediately fol- 
lowing the accomplishment of this task, May 
demanded to know where her victim had 
placed a handsome gold watch which Jessie 
was in the habit of wearing. She was directed 
to the bureau, where she found the watch and 
placed it in her pocket. At this agreat fear 
appeared to take possession of the murderess, 
and she wandered aroud the house ina dazed 
condition until Baxter forced the windew and 
entered the house, five or six hours later. The 
wounded girl died today. 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT. 


The Remarkable Conduct of a New York 
Husband,

THE FARMERS ARE BUSILY AT 
WORK. 


The Hopeful Signs of the Year—A Greenback Clubin 
Woodville—Pointse From the Campsaiga—Pro- 
hibition to be Tried Again—Brief News 
Notes Prom the County, Etc., Etc. 


GREENESBORO, March 21.—{Special.]—The 
farmers are hard at work these bright days, 
and in consequence there is but little news 
afloat. Now and then one leaves the fields— 
where the plows stop almost as soon ashe is 
out of sight—and comes to town and gives us 
an item about the condition of the ground, 
the spring oats and his ideasas to what the 
year will bringin point of cotton. Farmers 
may try ever so hard to get rid of cotton, but 
itseems to stick to them in spite. Every 
year--when the market is down, and they 
bring the staple totown where the heartless 
buyer gouges and rips it and offers only a 
song for it—they vow most solemnly that 
they will never plant another seed. They 
keep up these good resolutions, adding to 
them from timeto time, until the edge of 
the year breaks, when, with a regretful 
heaving of their breats, the break 
up “just a few acres rather than have land lay 
out.” Before May these few acres have in- 
creased to such an extent that almost the entire 
farm is in cotton, and every man, woman and 
child. to Say nothing of the stock, is up to 
their €yesin cotton culture. And _ so it goes 
and will continue to go, until the end of time, 
or at least until the farmers who persist in 
sticking to cotton become stuck in tarn knee 
deep iu mortgages and are sold out, lock, stock 
aud barrel. It must be said, however, that 
the farmers of Greene are doing very well in 
thisline. The majority of them plant a good 
deal of grain, raise hogs, horses and other cat- 
tle, aud make cotton asurplas crop, Another

is the fact that less commercial fertilizers 
bave heen used than for years past. Corres- 
pondents from every part of the country write 
to our county paverthat such is the case. 
Well, there is an immense savingin this. The 
crop may not beas large, but the chances are 
they will, still the farmer won’t have as mach 
money to pay outnext falk There is some 
satisfaction in this. If we don’t get much for 
our cotton we should contrive in some way to 
kecy that little at home.

“halletujab juice.” Ifa man wanted a drink 
he would tap one of those overcoated fellows 
on the shoulder, wink and dart around the 
nearest alley corner. The overcoat would 
follow; there would be a moment of suspense, 
the next moment along black bottle would 
flash forth, a gurgle and smack would come 
and the man would hand back 
the flask and pass a dime into 
the long pocket’s hand. This species of 
drenchivg was continued fora long time, and 
the city lostsome revenue at it. But it can 
be depended upon now, if the prohibitionists 
win they will 

RUN WHISKY OUT 
for good. If adry council wins it can be de- 
pended upon thatthe whisky men can close 
up their doors after January next, for the law 
will be enforced this time. A mass meeting 
will be held in the town hall Monday night 
and a ticket will be nominated.

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THE ONLY SURVIVOR DEAD. 


Captain Z. C. Gifford Dies at the Age of 
Seventy-five. 

Sees. March 21.— Captain Z. (. Gifford, 
commander of the steamer Ariel, of the James 
river line, whose death has been reported, was 
‘o years of age, and had been for 60 years a 
sea-faring man. He commanded the W. Alli- 
son, the boat used for exchange of prisoners 
en the James during the war: but he was @s- 
pecially notable as having been the sole survi- 
vor of what was known as the Creole massacre 
in 1541, which came near causing trouble be- 
tween England and America. The Craole 
was bound from Richmond to New Or- 
leans with 135 negro slaves for the New (Or- 
lean8 market. When the vessel got ont at 
sea the negroes mutined ‘and the'nextiday Gif- 
ford, who was the only survivor of the crew 
found himself lying on the quarter deck, 
slashed and shot and left for dead. The mu- 
tineers at first decided to kill him, but on con- 
sideration demanded that he should pilot the 
ship to Abacco, where, they said, they had 
been told by a preacher in Norfolk, and 
wherethey would get their freedom. He 
fooled them by steering for Nassau. Oa 
reaching that place he reported to the 
American consul. The latter cailed on Ad- 
miral Cockburn, of the British navy, and the 
admiral, despite Gifford’s protest, decided to 
free the negroes, who, as soon as they landed, 
claimed protection as British subjects. and were 
at once declared subjectsof Great Britain. Gif- 
ford was arrested and put under £2,000 bonds, 
and the penalty of twelve months’ imprison- 
ment 1f he attempted to take one of them from 
the island. He therefore abandoned that idea, 
but protested against such proceedings, and 

sent the protest to Washington. John Tyler 
was president of the United States then, and 
the case was managed by President Tyler and 
Daniel Webster. They made a demand apon 
the british government to pay for the slaves, 
and after feurteen years that government did 
pay forthem, principal and compound inter- 
est. Lord Ashburton came over here from 
England to treat for them, and it was 
known as the Ashburton treaty. Five 
of the negroes, however, decided to remain on 
the ship and go to their masters in New Or- 
leans, and with this crew Gifford succeeded iu 
reaching that port. Captain Gillord’s son, who 
was an officer in the confederate arniy, was 
taken ill with yellow fever at the Bahama Is- 
lands, and was nursed by one of the negroes 
who was with the mutineers.

SANDY BOTTOM. - 


Scraps and Sketches of Interest From @ 
Sleepy Suburb. 

Macow, March 20.--[Special OCorrespond- 
ence.|—Everybody in Macon is supposed to 
know all about Sandy Bottom, Very few, 
however, know what a pleasant country lies 
in that vicinity. Being tired of the worry and 
ding dong of the city, I walked out there the 
other day, 

It wasa sweet day. The sun shone and a 
gentile gale floated over the hills frem the 
westward, and natnre seemed to have put on 
her gingham dress and was busy arranging 
her flower garden. 

Crossing the city limits, I seemed to leave 
all care and anxiety behind me, as I tramped 
along the Houston road. Thinner and more 
scattered grew the suburb, and broad stretches 
of common separated the isolated villas and 
cabins, 

In front of the negro cabins were stretched 
the denizens of the darkness dozing in the 
sun. There were white babies with black 
eyes, and black babies with white eyes playing 
in the gullies. 

On one hand an industrious housewife was 
putting her vegetable garden in order. On 
the other a blacksmith was leisurely shoeing a 
horse and his wife was hurriedly shooing a 
hen. I loitered up close to the shop and stop- 
ped to hear what the good man had to say. 
The horse seemed to. have been 
put through a course of training so as to pre- 
pare bim for going through the tedious opera- 
tion of being shod in Sandy Kottom. He al- 
jowed the blacksmith to rasp and whittle his 
hoof in a desultory way, while the patient an- 
imsl rested his head most lovingly on the 
blacksmith’s broad shoulders, and opened his 
right eye and blinded his left, then blinked 


bis right eye and stared out of the left as 
though he were content to stand there and nod 
during the balance of his days. 

‘Wa-al,”’ drawled the blacksmith as he rasped 
a rough spot, “the only way we kin ever piy 
that ere debt is to jist send men up thar what 
kin take holt o’ things and make’em epen 
them iron doors, and hau! out a few cyart 
loads.’ Here he took asquint at a crack in 
the borses’ hoof, and continued, “Yes, two 01 
three cyart loadso’ them thar silver dollars 
ther raisin’ sich a fuss about, an’ pay the thing 
an’ be done with it.”’ Then he put the shoe 
under the coals, and standing in the door he 
folded his hanés under his leather apron, and 
looked away toward the southeast, where the 
green hills of Wilkinson lay basking in the 
sun, 

“T b’lieve Cleveling ’ud dothatif they'd let 
‘im, because he’s a reg’ lar reformer.” 

His other auditor had dropped into a cat 
nap, and the blacksmith eyed him enviously, 
as if he would like to follow his cxample, and 
I went on up the road, and I[ had a hard strug- 
gle to disentangle myself from the toils of a 
dusky son of Dahomey and his hoop of a bacon 
cask, Which he trundied witha knotty haw- 
thorne bough. 

Then I climbed alittle ridge and pressed 
ny face against a high paling to get a peep at 
agarden. There were incipient cabbages and 
satirical shallots poking their tender heads 
above the light gray soil. Ranged along the 
back fence were half a dozen prim old maids. 
I recognized them for 1 had met them in the 
olden time. Their proper names were rose- 
mary, thyme, sage, spear mint, catnip and 
sweet marjoram, The latter had a very at- 
tractive name and was probably a maiden 
from choice. While I stood there watching 
them, there came tripping alonga fair young 
girl with a big bunch of buttercups at her 
throat, and the wondering light of an April 
day in her sweet brown eyes. Shoe was hum- 
ming a simple lay, and I strove to catch the 
refrain. Asshesauntered down the walk I 
caught the melody. It was ‘‘The flowers that 
bloom in the—”’ 1 heard no more. I knew 
that they had laid for me and | fled. 

As i hurried down the road | came near 
running into a merry party of country folks 
from Houston. There was one young farmer 
and three young ladies in a big two-horse 
wagon. and they were going to town. That 
put me tothinking. I knew how they would 
break the hearts of the dry goods elerks in

That is the happiest life that mortals ever 
live. When they bump up against a good 
thing they feel the force of it. 
We city people shy around it to see if some 
ether fellow has not got a better thing further 
up the street. 

Down in the bottom I meta strange proces- 
sion. Half a dozen persons of color, beginning 
with the head of the family, a brawny wench, 
and descending step by step to the youngest 
kid, and each was laden with a bundle of 
fagots, the size of the bundle being regulated 
to the capacity of the bearer. Talk about eco- 
nomical industry. A negro will have a fire 
just as long as grass grows and water runs. 

Up a gentile rise, and I stood on Windsor 
Hill. I bad reached the ultima thule. Be- 
hind was the great city, from whence came a 
dull roar like the breaking of the billows on 
the bar: in front stretched the green woods. 
and far away, on every hand, rose the 
fertile hills of the fairest country 
on tke _— globe. Down there in the 
valley lay the dark Ocmalgee, like some huge 
serpent wallowing in the mud, Seven miles 
of impenetrable jungle lay along its course, 
and beyond were the hills, the everlasting 
hills, that for ever raise their tree-clad sum- 
nits against the sky. 

Yonder to the lett is Griswoldville, nestling 
among the pines, and beyond lies the beautiful 
land of Jones, where the cattle feed and grow 
fat in green pastures, and the farmers are as 
honest as the day is long. 

Coming around toward the right there are 
gleams and glimpses of Wilkinson. a land that 
flows with milk and honey, and the gellow 
hammer seeks the fiying ant in his lair, and 
the water snake abides among the rushes. 

A little further rises a great blot on the blue 

It is Brown’s Mound, twenty miles 
away. 

Long I gazed on the impressive scene, and 
then I turned and touched my hat todear old 
East Macon that stood eyeing me from the 
other side of the river, and started home. 

It is a rare sweet place out there where the 
bootblacks cease from troubling, and the 
drowsy drayman slumbers in the sun; where 
the houses, like thedays of life. are unnum- 
bered, and. the mail carrieris at rest. One 
who hasnever strolled ont in that sleepy 
suburb on a sunny day, has missed a good deal 
of the spice of life.

The case of the-state vs. Peyton T. Ethridge, 
charged with the murder of Dr. John W. 
Tucker, on the 28th of February, 1883, was 
called on Thursday morning last in Doige 
superior court. There were but two eye wit- 
nesses to the terrible tragedy, introduced by 
the state. Their testimony was that 
Dr. ‘Tucker was walking along. the 
road = drivimg — the oxen with his 
back to Ethridge at the time the shooting oc- 
curred, Tucker and Ethridge had been part- 
ners in a saw mill business. The mill was 
three miles below Chauncey, the home of Dr. 
Tucker. Mr. Ethridge lived at the mull. 
The firm dissolved by. mutual consent a few 
months prior to the killing, Ethridge buying 
Tucker’s interest. In this trade in some set- 
tlement Dr. Tucker purchased the ox teams 
several in number, belonging to the firm 
aking a bill of sale to same, which 
for a valuable consideration, he trans- 
ferred to Mr. George P. Bussey. Mr. Bussey 
then loaned the teams to Mr. Ethridge to use 
at the mil) for three months, provided they 
were properly cared for and ‘not allowed to de- 
teriorate in value. Mr. Bussey claimed that 
he theught his teams were not being properly 
treated, and on the morning of the fatal affray, 
he gave Dr. Tucker an order to Mr. Ethridge 
to deliyer to him (Tucker) his oxen. Dr. 
Tucker went to the mill, accompanied by Mr. 
Wright Lancaster, had lengthy conversation 
with Mr. Ethridge, and then weut to the lot 
where_he found some of the oxen, which he

INDIAN RELICS. 


Interesting Chat With Professor Ratherford 
_An Indian Battle Ground in Athens. 


From the Athers, Ga., Banner. ; 

A few days since, in taking an excursion on 
the street cars, we had as companion de voyage 
that eminent and entertaining gentleman, 
Professor William Rutherford. It is alwaysa 
source of information and pleasure to’ ‘en to 
Professor R., and we lost notime in -‘arting 
up aconversation. Our subject Ww & talk 
that he bad Jately given the Salmag = -di club 
on Indian relics. 

Professor Rutherford says that in av old 
field just beyond the old fair grounds, within 
the incorporate limits of Athens, the land be- 
longing to Mr. Streckfuss, and which he has 
leased as pasture, was at one time ftougata 
bloody battle between the Creeks and Chero- 
kees, long before this country was ever pene- 
trated by the white man. The ground is ad- 
mirably suited fora scene of carnage, there be- 
ing a hilland avalley and branch, the valley 
at that time covered with a dense growth of 
cane, and it is } uch aspotas the Indians 
would select for a battle field. It will be re- 
membered that the boundary between these 
two powrrful tribes of Indians was at Cherokee 
Corner, but a short distance from Athens, aud 
as they were always at war, it is more than 
probable that one of their engagements took 
place here. And to substantiate this 
claim Professor Rutherford says he once 
owned the field, and in cultivating it the plow 
would turn up vast numbers of arrow-heads. 
,fter the property passed from his hands it 
was permitted to grow up in bermuda grass, 
urse covered the ground. Heashort 
since told some little negroes that he 
would give them a nickel apiece for all the ar- 
row-heads they could tind in that field. The 
professor had no idea that they would tax 
his purse very heavily; but to his sur- 
prise, ro few nights afterwards. a 
delegatijou§ uvenile = su! 
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frage-slingers filed 


into his house, each one with both hangs fll- 
ed with arrow-heads. The professor id it 
made quitea holei finances to make 
These relics were evidently not 
manufactured where found, as there is no 
flint rock near suitable fir the purpose, and 
such vast numbers could only have been 
scattered atone place during a considerable 
battle, fough long before the introduc- 
tion of fire-arms among the red-skins. 
Near this branch and a fine spring stood the 
first Methodist cburch ever built in Athens, 
but no signs of it now remain. Professor 
Rutherford saysthere was a large graveyard 
on the land when he owned it, which spot was 
left undisturbed, but the graves have since 
been plowed over and all signs of them oblit- 
erated. Here were buried many of the early 
settlers of our county. 

We asked the professor to deseribe to us the 
process by which the indians, without tools of 
any kind, could manage to make their arrow- 
heads of the hardest flint. He says he wrote 
to Colonel €. C. Jones, of Augusta, who has 
mide the Indian character and habits his 
study, asking this same question, and Colonel 
Jones wrote him a full and satisfactory 
apswer. The Indians did not cut their 
arrow-heads from large boulders of flint, 
as many suppose, but they searched for 
and selected large pieces. as nearthe desired 
shape as possible. Having neither iron nor 
steel tools to work with, they selected the 
bardest substance at their command, viz; a 
sharp piece of stone. It took two Indians to 
make an arrow head. One held the piece of 
flint that he desired to shape firmly in the 
hand, so grasped that it could not move. 
Against this he held a sharpe piece of 
stone, that the other workmen tapped 
with arock hammer. Thus bit by bit the 
flint was chipped away and shaped, until made 
iuto a perfect arrow-head. It had to be held 
inthe palm of the hand, for the flint would 
have been broken and ruined had it rested on 
avy bLaider substance while worked upon. 
The process, of course, was very tedious and 
siow, but then time was no object to the Abori- 
gines, and those stone arrow-heads were the 
most effective weapons they could 
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The Madison Aadisonian maxes the asser- 
tion that “if we were disposed to bet on an 
election at any time, we would bet that Gov- 
ernor MeDaniel’s influence will be given to 
Judge Simmons.

The Walker County Messenger thinks that 
candidates for the legislature ‘should be re- 
quested to define themselves before the elec- 
tion this year. We should see to it that rep- 
resentatives are fully -ommitted on the subject 
of road laws. There is evidently some great 
deficiency in our present system, and a change 
for the better can surely be suggested and 
adopted by our solons.’’ 

Colonel] R. T. Williams, it is said by the 
Baxley Banner, will be unopposed for the 
state legislature from Appling county.

of Interest to Young Men, Etc , Bte,

FAyetrr, Mo., March ‘21.—[Special.]— At 
the invitation ‘of the chief citizens of this 
place the Rev. T. DeW itt Talmage. D. D., 
stopped here to preach on his way to Kansas 
City and other places. He arrived yesterday 
(Saturday) afternoon, and will leave on Mou- 
day. His audience here was no exception to 
the rule that no church for the last twenty 
vears has been large enough to hold the audi- 
ence when Dr. Talmage is announced to preach. 
The preacher's subject was “Heredity,” and his 
text 1Samuel), xvii., 58; “Whose son art thou, 
thou young man?” Following is the sermon 
in full, which is the eleventh in the series on 
‘The Marriage Ring”: 

Never was there a more unequal fight than 
ihat between David and Goliath. David five 
feet high: Goliath ten. David a shepheard boy, 
brought up amid rural scenes; (ioliath a war- 
rior by profession. Goliath a monntaln of 
braggadocio; David a marvel of humility. 
Goliath armed with an iron spear; David arm- 
ed with a sling with smooth stones from the 
brook. But you are not to despise these latter 
weapons. There was a reginient of slingers in 
the Assyrian army anda regiment of sling- 
e1sin the Egyptian army, and they made ter- 
rible execution, and they could,cast a stone 
with as much precision and 
force as now can be hurled 
shot or shell. The Greeks in their army had 
slingers who would throw leaden plummets 
inscribed with the irritating words: “luke 
this!” So it was a mighty weapon David em- 
ployed in that famous combat. Pas 

A Jewish rabbi says that the probability is 
that Goliath was in such contempt for David, 
that in a paroxysm of laughter he threw his 
head back, and his helmet fell off, and David 
saw the uncovered forehead, and his oppor- 
tunity bad come, and taking this sling aud 
swinging it around his head twoor three times, 
und aiming at that uncovered forehead, he 
crushed it in like an egg-shell. The battle 
over bebold a tableau: King Saul sitting, lit- 
tle David standing, his fingers clutched into 
the hair of decapitated Goliath. As Saul sees 
David standing there holding in his hand the 
ghastly, reeking, staring trophy, evidence of 
complete victory over God's enemies, the king 
wonders what parentage was honored by suci 

heroism, and in my text he asks David his 
pedigree: “Whose son ait thou, thou young 
wat: 

The king saw what you and I see, that this 

questoucf heredity is a mighty question. 
‘The ter cer I live the more I believe in blood 
— geod bioed, bad blood, proud blood, humble 
tdood, honest blood, thieving blood, heroic 
Licod, cowardly, blood. The tendency may 
skipa generation or two, but it is sure to 
come out,asina little child you sometimes 
See a Similarity to a great-grandfather whose 
picture hangs on the wall. That the physical 
and mental and moral] qualities are inherita- 
ble is patent to any one who keeps his eyes 
open. The similarity isso striking sometimes 
as to be amusing. Great families, legal or lit- 
erary, are aptto have the characteristics all 
down through the generations, and what is 
more perceptible in such families may be 
seen on asmaller scale in all families. A 
thousand years have no power to obliterate 
the difference. 

The large lip of the house of Austriaisscen 
ip all the generations, and is called the Haps- 
burg lip. The house of Stuart always meaus 
in all generations cruelty and bigotry and sen- 
suality. Witness Queen of Scots. Wituess 
C barles 1. and Charles II. Witness James I. 
end James I1., and all the other scoundrels of 
that imperial line. Scottish blood means per- 
sistence; English blood means reverence for 
the ancient; Welsk blood means religiosity: 
Danish blood means fondness for the sea; In- 
dian blood meons roaming disposition; Ceitic 
blocd means fervidity; Roman blood means 
conquest. 

The Jewish facility for accumulation yoi 
may trace clear back to Abraham, of whom 
the Bibie says ‘“‘he was richin silverand gold 
and cattiec,”’ and to Isaac and Jacob, who had 
the same characteristics. Some families are 
characterized by longevity, and they have a 
tenacity of life positively Methuselish. Others 
ure characterized by Goliathian statue, and 
you cau see it for one generation, two genera- 
tions, five generations, in all the generations. 
Vigorous theology runs on in the liue of the 
Alexanders. Tragedy runs on inthe families 
of the Kembles. Literature runs on in the 
line of the Throllopes. Philanthropy runs on 
in the line of the Wilberforces. Statesman- 
shipruns. cn in the line of the Adamses. 
Henry and Catharine of Navarre religious, all 
their families religious, The celebrated family 
of the Casini. all mathematicians. The cele- 
brated family of the Medici—grand father, son 
and Catharine—all remarkable for keen intel- 
fect. The celebrated family of (Gustavus 
Ado!pbus ail warriors. 

This law of heredity asserts itself without 
reference tosocial or pelitical condition, for 
you sometimes tind the ignoble in high place 
andthe honorable in obscure place. A de- 
scendant of Edward I. atoll gatherer. A de- 
scendent of Edward III..a doorkeeper. A 
descendant ef the duke of Northumberland a 
frurk maker. Some of the mightiest families 
of England are extinct, while some of those 
most bonored inthe peerage go back to an 
ancestry of hard knuckles and rough exterior. 
This law of heredity is entirely independent 
of sovial or political condition. Then you 
find averacve and jealousy and sensuality and 
fraud having full swingin some families. The 
violent temper of Frederick William is the 
inheritance of Frederick the Great. It 
is not «a theory to be set forth by 
worldly philosophy only, but by divine au- 
thority. Do you not remember how the Bible 
speaks cf ‘‘a chosen generation,” of “the gen- 
eration of the righteous,” of “the generation 
of vipers,” of an “untoward generation,” of “a 
stubborn generation,” of ‘the iniquity of the 
past visited upon the children unto the third 
and fourth generation?” So that the text 
comes today with the force of a projectile 
hurled from mightiest catapult, “Whose son 
art thou, thou young man?” 

“Well,” says some one, ‘that theory dis- 
charges me from all responsibility. Born of 
sanctified parents we are bound to be good, 
and we cannot help ourselves, Born of un- 
Fighteous parents we are bound to be evil, and 
we cannot help ourselves.”’ 

As much as if you should say, “the centrip- 
etal forre in nature hasa tendency to bring 
everything tothe centre, and therefore all 
things come to the centre. The centrifugal 
force in nature has atendency to throw out 
everything to the periphery, and therefore 
everything will go out tothe periphery.” You 
know 4s well as I know that you can make the 
centripetal overcome the centrifugal, and you 
can make the centrifugal overcome the cen- 
tripetal. As when there is a mighty tide of 
good in a family that may be overcome by de- 
termination to evil, as in the case of Aaron 
Burr, the libertine, who had for father Presi- 
dent Burr, the consecrated; as in the case of 
Pierrepont Edwards, the scourge of New York 
Society seventy years ago, who had a Chris- 
tian ancestry ; while, on the other hand, some 
ofthe best men and women of this day are 
those who have come of an ancestry of which 
it would not be courteous to speak in their 
precence. 

The practical and useful object of this ser- 
mon is to show to you that if you have come of 
a Christian ancestry, then you are solemnly 
bound to preserve and develop the glorious 
inheritance; or, if you have come of ade- 
praved ancestry, then itis your duty to brace 
yourself against the il tendency by all prayer 
and Christian determination, and you are to 
find out what are the family frailties, and in 
arming the castle put the strongest guard at 
the weakest gate. With these smooth stones 
from the brook Ihopetostrike you, not where 
David struck Goliath, in the head, but where 
Fatban struck David, inthe heart. . “Whose 
fon art thou, thou young man?” 

Sometime in the winter holiday, witen we 
are accustomed to gather our fami 
old times have come back again, and our 
thoughts have been set to the tune of Auld 
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Leng Syne. The old folks were so busy at 
such time in making us happy, and perhaps 
on lees resources made their sons and daugh- 
ters happier than you on larger resource are 
able to make your son’s and daughtcrs happy. 
The snow lay two feet above 
their graves, but they shook off the white 
blankets and mingled in the holiday festiv:- 
ties—the same wrinkles, the same stoop 0! 
shoulder under the weight of age, the sam® 
old style of dress or coat, the same smile, the 
came tones of voice. I hope you remember 
them before they went away. If not, I hope 
there are those who have recited to you what 
they were, and that there may bein your 
house some articles of dress or furniture with 
which you associate their memories, I want 
to arouse the most sacred memories of your 
heart while I make the impasioned interroga- 
tory in regard to your pedigree. 

“Whose son art thou, thou young man 

First, I accost all those who are descended 
of a Christian ancestry. I do not askif your 
parents were perfect. Perhaps there was 
sometimes too much blood in their eye when 
they chastised you. But from what I know of 
you, you got no more than you deserved, and 
perhaps a little more than you deserved, and 
perhaps a little more chastisement would have 
been salutary. But you are willing to 
acknowledge, I think, that they wanted to do 
right. From what you overheard in conver- 
sations, and from what you saw at the family 
altar and at neighborhood obsequies, you know 
that they had invited God into their heart 
and life. There was something that sustained 
those old people supernaturaily. You have no 
coubt about their destiny. You expect, if you 
ever get to heaven, to meet them as certainly 
as you expect to meet the Lord Jesus Christ. 

That early association has been a charm fot 
you. There was atime when you got right up 
from a house of iniquity and walked out into 
the fresh air because you thought your mother 
was looking at you. You have never been 
very happy in sin because of a sweet old face 
that would present itself. Tremulous voices 
from the past accosted you until they were 
secmingly audible, and you looked around to 
sce who spoke. There was an estate not men- 
tioned in the last will and testament, a vast 
estate of prayerand holy example and Chris- 
tien entreaty and glorious memory. The sur- 
vivors of the family gathered to hear the will 
read, and this was to be kept, and that was to 
be sold, and it was share and share alike. But 
there was an unwritten will that read some- 
thipg likethis: “In thename of God, Amen. 
1, being ofsound mind, bequeath to my children 
all my prayers for their salvation; I bequeath 
to thein the Christian religion, which has been 
<0 much comfort‘'to me, and I hope may be 
solace for them; 1 bequeath to them a hope of 
reunion when the partings of life are over, 
share and share alike may they have in eternal 
riches. I bequeath to them the wish that 
they may avoid my errors and copy auything 
that may have been worthy.

You did not get that will proved at the sur- 
rogate’s office; but I take it out today and I 
read it to you; I take it out of the alcoves ot 
your heart; 1 shake the dust off of it, I ask 
you will you accept that inheritance, or will 
you break the will? O ye of Christian ances- 
tiy, vou have a responsibility vast beyond all 
measurement! God will not let you off with 
just beingas good as ordinary people when 
you had such extraordinary advantage. 
Ought not a flower planted ina hot house be 
more thrifty than a flower planted outside in 
the storm? Ought not a factory turned by 
the Housatonic do more work than a factory 
turned by a thin and shallow mountain 
stream’ Ought not you of great early oppor- 
tunity be better than those who had a cradle 
unblessed 

A father sets his son up in business, 
keeps an account of all the expenditures. So 
much for store fixtures, so much for rent, so 
much for this, so much for that, and all the 
items aggregated, and the father expects the 
son to give an account. Your Heavenly Fa- 
ther charges against you all the advantages of 
pious ancestry—so many prayers, so much 
Christian example, so many kind entreaties — 
ail these gracious influences one tremendous 
aggregate, and He asks you for an account of 
it. Ought not you to be better than those who 
had no such advantages’ Better have been a 
foundling picked up off the city commons 
than with such magnificent inheritance of 
consecration to turn out indifferently. 

Cught not you, my brother, to be better, 
having bad Christian nurture than that man 
who can truly say this morning: “The first 
word I remember my father speaking to me 
was an oath; the first time I remember my 
father taking hold of me was in wrath; I never 
sawa Bible till I wasten years of age, and 
then I was told it was a pack of lies. Tho first 
twenty years of my lifel was associated with 
the vicious. I seemed to be walled in by sin 
and death.’” Now,my brother, ought you not 
—I jeave it as a matter of fairness with you— 
cught you not be far better than those who 
had no early Christian influence? Standing as 
you co between the generation that is past 
and the generation that isto come, are you 
going to pass the blessing on, or are you going 
to bave your life the gulfin which that tide of 
blessing shall drop out or sight forever? You 
are the trustee of piety in that ancestral line, 
and are you going to augment or squander 
that solemn trust fund? are you going to dis- 
inherit your sons and daughters 
ot jche heirloom which your 
parents left you? Ah! that cannot 
be possible, that cannot be possible that you 
are 201Dg to take such a positionasthat. You 
are very Careful about the life insurance, and 
careful about the deeds, and careful about the 
oitgages, und careful about the title of your 
property, because when you step off the stage 
you Want your children to get it-all. Are you 
WaKklDg DO plovision that they shall get grand- 
father and grandmother’s religion? Oh. what 
a lust will and testament you are making, my 
brother! “In the name of God, Amen. I, 
ing of sound mind, make this my last will and 
testament. I bequeath to my children all the 
money I ever made and all the houses I own; 
but I disinherit them, I rob them of the an- 
cestral grace and the Christian influence that 
I inherited. I have squandered that on my 
own worldliness. Share and share alike must 
they in the misfortune and the everlasting 
outrage: Signed, sealed, and delivered in the 
presence of God and men and angels and devils 
and all the generations of earth and heaven 
and hell, March, 1886,” ° 

O ye highly favored ancestry, wake up this 
morning to asense of your opportuntty aud 
your responsibility. I think there must be an 
old cradle, ora fragment of a cradle some- 
where that could tell a story of midnight sup- 
plication in your behalf. Where is the old 
rocking chair in which you were sung to sleep 
with the holy nursery rhyme? Where is the 
cld clock that ticked away the moments of 
that sickness on that awful night when there 
were but three of you awake—you and God 
and mother? Is there then not an 
old staff in some closet? Is there not 
an old family Bible on some _ shelf 
that seems to address you, say- 
ing: “Myson, my daughter, how can you re- 
ject that God who so kindly dealt with us all 
our lives and to whom we commended you in 
our prayers living and dying! By the memory 
of the old homestead, by the family altar, by 
our dying pillow, by the graves in which our 
bodies sleep while our spirits hover, we beg 
youtoturn overa new leaf and that now.” 
Ob, the power of ancestral piety, well illustra- 
ted bya young man of New York who at- 
tended a prayermeeting one night and asked 
for prayer, and went home and wrote these 
words: 

“Twenty. five years ago to-night my mother 
went to heaven—my beautiful, blessed mother 
—and I have been alone, tossed up and down 
upon the billows of life’s tempetuous ocean. 
ShallI ever go to heaven? She told me I 
must meet her in heaven When she took 
her boy’s band in hers and turned her gentle, 
loving eyeson me and gazed earnestly and 
lorg into my face, and then lifted them to 
heaven in that last prayer, she prayed that I 
might meet her in heaven. I wonder if I 
ever shall? 

“My mother's prayer! Oh, my sweet, 
blessed mother’s prayers! Did ever boy bave 
such a mother as I had? For twenty-five 
years I have not heard her pray until tonight. 
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I have heard all her prayers over again. They 
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have bad, in fact, a terrile resurrection. Ob, 
how she was wont to pray! She prayed as 
they prayed tonight, so carnest, so fmportu- 
nate, co believing. Shall I ever be a Christian? 
She was a Christian. Oh, how brightand pure 
and happy was her life! She was a cheerful 
and happy Christian. There is my mother’s 
Bible. Ihave not opened it for years. Did 
she believe I could ever neglect her precious 
Bible? She surely thought would read it 
much and often. How often has she read it 
to me! 

‘Blessed mother, did you pray in vain for 
your boy? It shall not bein vain. Ah! no, 
no, it shall not be in vain. I will pray for 
myself. Who has sinned against so much in- 
structions as I have; against so many precious 
prayers put up to heaven for me by one of the 
most lovely, tender, pious, confiding, trusting 
of mothers in her heavenly Father’s care and 
grace? She never doubted. She believed. 
She always prayed as if shedid. My Bible. 
my mother’s Bible and my conscience teach 
what I am and whatI have made myself. Ob, 
the bitter pangs of an accusing conscience! I 
need a Savior mighty to save. I must seek 
him. Iwill. I am on theseaof existence, and 
I can never get off from it. I am afloat. No 
anchor, no rudder, no compass, no book of in- 
structions, for I have put them all away from 
me. Savior of the perishing, save or I per- 
ish!” 

De you wonder that the next day he arose 
in @ prayer-meeting and said: “‘My brethren, 
1 stand before you a monument of God’s amaz- 
ing mercy and goodness, forever blessed be 
His holy name; all I have and all Iam I con- 
secrate to Jesus,my Saviour and my God’? 
Oh, the power of ancestral prayer. Hear it! 
hear it! 

2. But I turn for a moment to those who 
bad evil parentage, and I want to tell you 
that the highest thrones in heaven aad the 
mightiest triumphs and the brightest crowns 
will be for those who had evil parentage, but 
who by the grace of God conquered. As use- 
ful, assplendid a gentleman as I know of to- 
day had for a fathera man who died blasphem- 
ing God until the neighbors had to put their 
fingers in their ears to shut out the horror. 
One of the most consecrated and useful Christ- 
ian ministers of to-day was born of a drunken 
horse jockey. The tide of evil is tremendous 
in some families. It is like Niagara rapids, 
and yet men have clungto a rock and been 
rescued, 

There is a family in New York whose 
wealth bas rolled up into many millions, that 
was founded by a man who, after he had vast 
estate sent back a paper of tacks because they 
were two cents more than he expected. Grip

in the twentieth generation. The thirst for 
intoxicants has burned down through the 
arterics ofa hundred and fifty years. Pug- 
nacity or combativeness characterizes other 
families. Sometimes one form of evil, some- 
times another form of evil. But it may be re- 
sisted, it has been resisted. If the family 
frailty be avarice, cultivate usefulness and 
charity, and teach your children never to eat 
an apple without offering somebody else 
half of it. Is the family frailty com 
bativeness keep out of the company 
of quick-tempered people, and never 
auswer an impertinent question until you 
have counted a hundred both ways, and after 
you have written an angry letter keepita 
week before you send it, and tnen burn itup! 
Is the family frailty timidity and cowardice. 
cultivate backbone, read the 
brave men like Joshua or Paul, and see if you 
cannot get a little iron in your blood. Find 
out what the family frailty is, and set body, 
mind and soul in battle array. 

] think the genealogical table was put in 
the first chapter of the New Testament, not 
only to show our Lord’s pedigree, but to 
show thata man may rise upin an ancestral 
line and _ beat back successfully ail 
the influences of bad heredity. See 
in that genealogical table that good King Asa 
came of vile King Abia. See in that genealo- 
vical table that Joseph and Mary and most 
iilustrious Being that ever touched our world 
or ever wi!!l touch it, had in their ancestral! 
line scandulous Rehoboam and Thamar and 
Bathsheba. If this world is ever to be Eden- 
ized—and it will be—all the infected families 
of the earth are to be regenerated, and there 
will some one arise in each family line 
and open a new genealogical table. There 
will be some Joseph in the 
line to reverse the evil influence of 
Rehoboam, and there will be some Mary in 
the line to reverse the evil influence of Bath- 
Sheba. VPerbapsthe star of hope may point 
down to your manger. Perhaps you are to be 
the hero or the heroine that is to put down 
the brakes and stop that long train of genea- 
logical tendencies and switch it off on anoth- 
er track from that on which it has been run- 
ning foracentury. You do that, and I prom- 
ise you as finea palace as the architects of 
heaven can build, the archway inscribed with 
the words: “More than conqueror.” 

But whatever your heredity, let me say. 
you may be ‘sons and daughters of the 
Lord God Almighty. Estranged children from 
the homestead come back through the open 
gate of adoption.

We may be kingsand queens unto God forev- 
er. Come and sitdown on the ivory bench 
of the palace. Come and wash in the fountains 
that fall into the basins of crystal 
and alabaster. Come and loek 
out of the upholstered window’ upon 
gardens of azalea amaranth. Hear the full 
burst of the orchestra while you banquet with 
potentates and victors. Ob, when the text 
sweeps backward, let it not stop at the cradle 
that rocked your infancy, but at the cradle 
that rocked the first world, and when the text 
sweeps forward, let it not stop at your grave, 
but atthe throne on which you may reign 
foreve} and ever. “Whose son ari thou, thou 
young man?’ Son of God! Heir of mortali- 
ty! Take your inheritance!

There seems to be some misunderstanding 
among our esteemed contemporaries as to the 
probable efiect of a verdict against the Bell 
Telephone company in the government suit 
against that corporation. It is a fact that 
the very greatest lawyers in the land do not 
edit newspapers, but if they did, the great- 
est lawyers, like the greatest doctors, would 
continue to ditler about results. There is 
an idea that if the Bell patents are decided to 
be invalid, there will be a substitution of 
one monopoly for another; but is this true? 

The New York Sun, pursuing this matter, 
remarks: 

The fact is that several years ago Elisha Gray 
sold out his interest in the telephone invention, 
both that which he owned at the ftime and any 
that might afterward accrue to him from new in- 
ventions of his own or from any other circum- 
stance, tothe Western Union company, receiving 
in return stock for which he realized about $600.- 
000 cash. If now, after all that has happened, 
Elisha Gray should turn out to be really entitled to 
the telephone pateut, it would not be his, but 
would belong to the Western Union, and §thus 
chiefly to Mr. Jay Gould. This seems rather com- 
ical, considering that the opposition to Bell’s pat- 
ent has been very much inspired by fear and ani- 
mosity against Mr. Gould. There area great 
many funny things in the conflicts and complica- 
tions of patent Cases, especially if a president of 
the United States takes a hand in them. 

At the same time, there are other editor- 
ial lawyers who contend that a decision un- 
favorable to the Bell patents, so far from 
creating another monopoly, would open wide 
the door to competition and thus give a 
boom to Pan-Electric stock in which promi- 
nent democratic officials are interested. 

If this is not so, then why all this hue 
and cry about Garland’s possession of the 
stock? Why this tremendous fuss in regard 
to the suit ordered by the solicitor general 
and finally brought by decision of the secre- 
tary of the interior. The Sun has been say- 
ing that Mr. Garland’s possession of the 
Pan-Electric stock and the bringing of the 
snit, in the first place, through the attorney 
general’s office, would be disastrous to the 
administration and to Mr. Garland. Buton 
what ground’ If the Sun is correct in the 
extract we have «uoted, the Pan-Electric 
will be as worthless after the suit is decided 
asit is now, no matter what the verdict 
may he. 

THE CONSTITUTION very much fears that 
the prejudices of some of its esteemed con- 
temporaries is running away with their dis- 
cretion. No journal has denounced Mr. 
Garland more heartily than the New York 
dribune, and yet the Tribune quotes from 
the Sun the foregoing extract and adds:

It has been clamoring 
for government proceedings on the ground that 
the Bell company is an odious monopoly grounded 
upon fraud and robbery.

About an Affix. 


An esteemed correspondent, who felici-' 


tously signs himself ‘‘southron,’’ asks if 1t 
is the correct thing to write ‘‘hsqy. aiter a 
mali’s name. 

For a long time, especially in this coun- 
try, the title of esquire has been generally 
or indiscriminately given to men of almost 
every class. If we regard the technical 
value of the word, we must admit that its 
modern use cannot be defended. In early 
times an esquire in France was a person of 
high military rank. In the age of chivalry 
it was the grade next below knighthood. 
In England the title was given to the sons 
or younger sons of dukes and marquises; all 
the sons of earls, viscounts and barons; the 
eldest sons of baronets and knights; the offi- 
cers of the king’s court and household; offi- 
cers of the army and navy down to the cap- 
tain inclusive: doctors of law, barristers, 
physicians, justices of the peace, sherifis.and 
the heads of old fantilies. The spread of dem- 
ocratic ideas brought the title toevery man, 
but it required a violent twisting of old cus- 
tomsand traditions to do it. 

From this our correspondent will see that 
the plain citizens of a republic can very well 
aftord to do without this incongruous aflix. 
With the exception of certain localities, the 
title is dying out inthe United States. A 
recent writer on the subject says: 

The aflix title of Esq. is out of date, and its use Is 
in bad form. In addressing a genticman now you 
must prefix Hon. or colouel or general as acom- 
pliment to his statesmanship or military genius. 
Whether he is president of the United states or 
president of a wa::! club, the leader of an army 
or the leader of a «iique of voters, it is all the 
same, In a case of extreme doubt you may ad- 
dress him as Mr., bi under no circumstances is a 
military tile under he grade of captain allowable. 
comctimes, in accos ng a Man whom you have 
already met, the sli; ping of his name from your 
memory May Cause embarrassment, but a little 
presence of mind will save you. Address him as 
general, and you are all right. 

This solution of one of our minor social 
problems will doubtless be gladly accepted 
by the people at large. In the south and 
west these complimentary prefixes have been 
in fashion for generations. They sound bet- 
ter and look better in print than the ugly 
abbreviation ‘‘Esgq.’’, and are more in accord 
with the spirit and genius of our institutions. 
If *‘Southron’’ will look into the matter a 
little we feel assured that he will agree with 
us.

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A Strange Case. 

Our readers have already been informed 
that Mrs. Anna Coolidge pleaded guilty in 
EKoston, last week, to the charge of conspir- 
ing to procure the murder of the daughter- 
in-law of Adrian Mellen, of Baltimore.

In religion are there any 
sure tests known’ Is there any method by which 
lean infallibly de‘ermine whether Lam a Chris- 
ian ornct’ In other words, what is the kind and 
dcerce of religious knowledge attainable on this 
subjcct? Our textisa full and positive answer lo 
this question. The Jews marveled at the learning 
ofcur Saviour. The Jewish education was confined 
to the Scriptures and the traditions of their elders, 
and was taughtin theirschools. Christ had never 
been thus tanght, and yet he had a protuunder in- 
sight into the meaningof their Scripturesthan their 
wisest teachers.

The Prison Reform Association, a Tariff Con- 
vention and a Poultry Show. 

Three important gatherings are in prospect 
tor Atlanta this year. 

One will be the prison reform congress, an- 
other a tariff convention and another an im- 
mense poultry show, the largest ever held in 
the south. , 

THE PRISON REFORM. 

The prison reform congress will meet here 
on the.6th of November and will be in session 
until the 12th. Ex-President Hayes 1s the 
president of the association and will be in at- 
tendance. The congress will have among its 
members some of the most prominent 
people of the country. There will be about 
two hundred or two hundred and fifty people 
present, ‘The discussions will be exceedingly 

nteresting. A chairman, who is specially 
jualified for a particular subject will preside 
during the diseussion of thatsubject, and the 
speeches will all be short and to the point. 
Ex-Governor Bullock isa member of the con- 
gress and it was upon his invitation that At- 
jauta was selected as the piace for the meet- 
ing of.Isst. The ex-governorsays the mem- 
beis-of the congress-have a high idea of At- 
lanta’s hospitality, Mr. Brinkerhoflf, a prom- 

ment member of the congress who was here at 
the commercial convention, having announced 
when Atlanta was selected that at least one 
day would have to be setdown for an enter- 
tainment at the hands of Atlanta people. The 
programme for the discussions has not been 
made up yet. 

A POULTRY SHow. 

It is pretty definitely settled that Atianta 
willhave a big poultry show next winter, 
probably in December. Mr. R. J. Fisher, 
cashier of the First National bank of Athens, 
Tennessee, is an enthusiastic mover in the 
matter, and says the show will be the largest 
ever héld inthesouth. Enormous numbers of 
the finest chickens in the-United States will 
be here. One man in Shelby county, Indiana, 
bas announced his intention to bring sixty 
coops. A large building will be required. At 
the Indianapolis show in January last, the 
building used was a rink building, large and 
well lighted at night. The tloor was covered 
with saw dust.

Everything will be kept 
neat and clean, free of all disagreeable odor, and

CONVICT CHAT. 


About the Convirts 
Mountain. 


While at Stone Mountain Saturday Tar 
CONSTITUTION’S reporter visited the convict 
Camps. 

The camys aré at the base of the mountain 
and there are fifty miserable souls wearing the 
stripes and balls and chains, 

Two-thirds of this number are negro boys 
less than twenty vears of age. Only two of 
the entire number are white men. The worst 
manin the camps escaped a few weeks ago. 
His name was Henry Lanier and he was sent 
to the gang from Appling county. His sen- 
tence was for life and forthe crime of mur- 
der. He hailed originally from South Caro- 
lina, where, it is said, he had killed two 
nen. Lanier was a bad, mean 
looking negro, and the guards attempted to 
keep a sharp look after him. He was placed 
on the railroad syuad, and was chained to the 
other men. He had frequently told some of 
his fellow sinners that he intended to make a 
break for liberty if he was shot down in the 
attempt. While at work in acut just below 
Haine’s quarry he suddenly brought his pick 
down on his chain, which flew to pieces from 
around his leg, and in a pair of seconds he 
dodged around the curve and started offas fast 
as his legs wouldcarry him. The guard dis- 
charged his gun at him but missed the mark. 
There was no assistance near and as the guard 
could notleave the other men, Lanier found 
no trouble in gettingaway. He has not been 
heard from since his departure, which will 
cost Mr. James, the lessee, two hundred 
dollars, 

A few days ago another negro escaped ina 
shrewd and clever'manner. He was a trusty 
and had the freedom of the yard. One day 
while one of the guards was asicep he slipped 
into his cabin and put on the guard’s clothes, 
and picking up the shotgun deliberately walk- 
away. A few miles from Stone Mountain 
the thief caught up with a countryman driving 
a wagon. 

“Can I ride,” he asked. 

‘Certainly,’ was the reply, and the negro 
hopped in. The first thing he noticed was 
the countryman’s overcoat, lying in the bed 
ofthe wagon, and watching his chance he 
grabbed it and hopped out of the wagon and 
wasa half mile down the road before the 
theft was detected. 

The camps will be removed from the moun- 
tain about the ‘tenth of next month, asthe 
new Management of the Stone Mountain 
granite and railway company will work only 
free labor. ‘

Hecame back here 
Thursday with eighteen of his men.or I might 
more properly say his boys, for most of his 
squad was made up of boys not physically able 
to do railroad work. The truth of the whole 
business is that Mr. Maddox never saw Mont- 
gomery, Wright & (0.,and his interview js 
absurd on its face. He lost only three or four 
days and was not outacent for railroad fare 
for himself or his men.
